Abraham Lincoln was fond of fishing as a boy 
thus acquiring at an early age a knowledge of 
eKl- sport of presidents, as now exhibited in the 
fishing proclivities of President Hoover and 
Presidentelect Roosevelt, 

In fact, Thomas Lincoln, the president's father, 
w a great lover of fishing and hunting, and 
neglected both his farming and carpentry to in' 
duke in the sport in the Kentucky woods, where 
angling early developed as an art. He thus sup* 
plied most of the food upon which the family 
subsisted 

Kentucky, with its lure of forests and streams, 
produced many followers of Isaak Walton, and 
claims credit as the first state in the union to es- 
tiblteh a factory for the making of reels, back 
in the early years of the last century. 

Born in 1809, Lincoln's memory went back to 
the peace following the War of 1812 and to rhe 
returning soldiers. His particular recollection 
Wiis of his mother telling him to be kind to the 
soldiers, and of his once having given a soldier a 
string of fish, 

Lincoln spent his early boyhood seven or eight 
aiilcs north and east from the Sinking Spring 
farm, where he was born. This second home 
was in the valley of a deep and rapid stream, 
Knr>b Creek, where the fish were plentiful. 

“Abe used to go with me," said Dennis Har lT s. 
his mother's kinsman," to shoot fish in puddles 
and holes washed by the water. He exhibited 
no special trait in Kentucky except a good, kind 
somewhat wild nature" He liked to fish a^d 
to hunt "with his dog and axe" and “when the 
dnr woi?td run a rabbit in a hollow tree, he 
would chop it out." 

Darn’s H^ks followed the family into In¬ 
diana, when Abe was eight years old, and repo 
that th^y had “to work very hard clatr ground 
fer to keep body and soul to gather and everv 
s pare time that we had we picked up our rifle 
ard feehed in a fine deer or turkey an' in the 
Writer time we went a-coon huntin'." 

As President, Lincoln had neither the time nor 
the inclination for the present day presidential 
but he would often recall the bills, 
stream* and forests which had been vividly ini' 
0n boyish mind, and narrate stories 
°t the early days in Kentucky when it was a lard 
t>f adventure, peopled by such sportsmen as the 
immortal Daniel Boone.
